Claims 45-46. 48-56, 58-65, 6i7-75, and 77-79 w^c rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§103(a) as allegedly unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5.785,598 to Hsu (hereinafter, merely 



"Hsu"). i 

AS understood by Applicant, Hsu relates a software cartridge which is extensible 

with additional programs and/or data.

Although Hsu discloses a single booting progra^n accessing two data stored in 
removable data storage cartridges (Figure 4. cartridges 200, 3oj) ). the cartridge 200 stores a 
game application program and data while thi cartridge 300 sties an additional program 
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and/or data (see Col. 3, lines 32-38 of Hsu). No data area of eith<^ cartridge 200 or cartridge 
300 of Hsu store .^q^ t ^-"'-^ data to c1i<;o1aY6d d uring ^ h'^^m operatipB, as required by 
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claim 45. Hie data stored in cartridge 200 aad «^dge 300 of l|su are application prcs^^ 
to be executed after booting the apparatus of Hsu, and not a startup image data to be displayed 
K«.W an aoolic^ ri"" pr^f^ti. is executed. eJsty as required by cllim 45.

Further, claim 45 requires the s Wup image data i> used selectively by the 
processor (see page 2, lines 20-26 of the Specification). This feature is not disclosed or 
suggested by Hsu or the knowledge of one of ordinary skill in 4 art. The Office Action has 
failed to address this feature in the rejection.
